Tho gathering

waB largo and decidedly aristocratic, in 
epito of tho faot that tho weather was cold 
and stormy. There was a strong lustre of 
royalty and nobility. Tho latost fashion in 
Indies light furs was agreeably displayed. 
Tho Duke of Cambridge had tho usual 
shooting party at Six Milo Bottom. 
The muoh favored guests went out 
shooting during the mornings and 
spent the aftornoona at tho races. Report 
has it that they gocured enormous bags of 
phoasanta. The Prinoo of Walos is under- 
stood to bo much disappointed at the per- 
formance of Florizel II on Wednesday laBt. 
when hia entry finished fourth In the race 
for tho Cesarewitoh Btakea, and he is said to 
bo equally put out at tho faot that his colt 
Persimmon oould do no better than oomo Id 
third in tho struggle for tho Middle Park 
plate yestorday. The Prince is claimed to 
have been very confident of capturing the 
Ceaarewitch, and his oldest son, tho Duke of 
York, was also present at the Newmarket 
mainly in the hope of seeing his father land 
the prize with Florizel II, but both were 
doomed to disappointment. 

The Prince of Wales goes to Warwick 
Castle on a visit to tho Earl and Countess of 
Warwick, tho letter biJng cao cf the great 
beauties of England, although aho has a son 
thirteen yearB old. The Prince will remain 
tho guest of tho Earl and Countees until 
Monday next. The list of gueBts invited to 
meet the Duke of York at Dunrobin last 
week included tho Earl and Countess of 
Warwick. 

The weather in Scotland has recently been 
very cold for tbia time of tho yoar, but it ia 
undoretood thab Quoen Victoria has boon 
driving about Balmoral and ita neighbor- 
hood at late houra in the afternoon in an 
open Victoria to the dismay of those 
who ure continually dwelling upon her 
ageing and tho apparently daily increasing 
helplessness and feebleness of Her Majesty.

A oonferonoo has been sum- 
moned making tho movomont general to 
jppress the existing system of flagrant im- 
morality, at whioh tho police have long con- 
nived. Tho soolal purity party are prepar- 
ing to contest the notion of the licensing 
committee of tho London county council in 
tho matter of music hallB at a plenary sit- 
ting of tho council on October 25. Mrs. 
Baiihacbo, prosidont cf tho Booial purity 
committee, ia hopeful that such influence 
will bo brought to boar upon tho council aa 
will Becuro a reversal of tho decision of the 
oommittoo.

exhibition. This floating exhibition of tho 
torrible happenings of the past, is tho old 
convict hulk, "tho Sucooea," which re- 
cently arrivod hero from Australia, after a 
voyage of fivo months duration and is now 
moored at Blaokwuli, being propared to re- 
ooivo the public. Tho Succobs has boen 
UBed for exhibition purposoa in Australian 
watois fcr years past and, jusb as aha was 
about to ho demolished, was purchaBod from 
tho gnvnrnment by speculators, and hrought 
to this oountry. Tho hulk is over a hundred 
years olr 1 »dH is tho only one remaining of 
riva terr b e 11 lating prisons established by 
';he gov • "menb ol tho colony of Viotoria 
from 1850 to 1855 as tho roeulb 
of tho diaoovery of the gold fields 
of Bendigo and Ballarat, and tho Bubseqnonb 
ruBh to tho colony among obhors of many 
thousands of desperate, lawless mon of 
noarly all nationalities. Naturally Crimea 
woro for a long timo most frequent, and 
bushrangorB and obhers thrived upon tho 
robborioa committed along tho road follow- 
ed by the lucky dlggors, who tried to make 
their way home with their newly acquired 
wealth. In faob thoao law-breakerB eventu- 
ally bocame bo bold that they attacked tho 
government oscorta guarding the consign- 
ments of gold aent from Ballarat or Bendigo 
to Melbourne and other bowna. When tho 
bashraogera were oaptured thoy woro treab- 
ed moat aovorely. On conviablon, they 
wore aontencod to long terma of imprison- 
ment in tho priaon hulka, which were sta- 
tioned ab Hobaon'a Bay, Melbourne. On 
board theao vohboIb the moat horrible syatom 
of discipline pruvailod ; In faob its adminis- 
trator, bhon Inapootor-general of the naval 
establishment, was a son of a Corniah bar- 
onet, Sir John Prioe. „. 

WAS BEATEN TO DEATH * 

by a gang of desperate convicts who rushed 
upon him determined bo kill the inventor of 



the much hated system of control, some 
idoas of whioh may be gathered from tho 
following facta : 

Each convict had hia " history " recorded 
on tho door of hia cell In the hulka, and 
many of tho moat notorious reocrdB will bo 
on exhibition. Attempta to jump over- 
board woro frequent, although tho oonviots, 
being heavily ironed, thoso who had the 
temerlby to jump sank llko lumpa of load 
Many of the prisoners, whom no amount of 
punishment could subdue, woro oontinually 
cursing and yelling in the moat horrible 
mannor. Whichover way tho visitor turnod, 
there waB Bomethlng repulaivo to 
the eye or ear, want of space for bodily ex 
eroiBO, the total absonce of any kind of use 
ful occupation, and almost total isolation 
from all bho usual habits of mankind. Tho 
narrow walla of tho cells were the limits for 
oxorclsing tho body, except thab the prison- 
ore were allowed on tho deoks, from whioh 
only a distant view of tho shore could bo 
obtained for one hour daily. At night tho 
dashing of tho wavea against tho aidcB of 
hulka was added to tho din oaused by tho 
shouting and swearing of tho most unruly, 
who never seemed to dosiro tloep, or wore 
willing to permit othors to rest. On board 
tho Success when ready for inspection, 
waxen liguros of tho convlots of the paat 
will bo shown In thoir usual attitudes, and 
tho coarse garb, in tho colls they at ono 
timo occupied. Notable among them wili 
bo tho figuros of the 

NOTORIOUS " CAPTAIN " MELVILLE, 

who for several years haunted tho oountry 
botweon Ballarat and Melbourne, to the tor- 
ror of tho gold-loden diggers who wero at- 
tempting to make their way from the gold 
minea to the latter oity. Ho waa oredited 
with many murdora and countlesa robberies. 
When arrested ho admitted thab the pro- 
ceeds of his Crimea must have footed up 
quite £250,000, which ho claimed he had 
hidden in a place known only to himself. 
Aa the roBult for forty years sinco people 
have been trying in vain to find where Mel- 
vlllo had hia ill-gotten gold hidden. Aa he 
waB in the habit of riding to tho top of 
Mounta Boaran and Anakle, from whiah 
point of vantage and by the aid of a power- 
ful fieldglaaa he waB able to spy 
returning diggers, it is believed 
the treasure must bo bidden in 
tho neighborhood of those places ; but all 
attempts to find it havo proved fruitleBB. 
When, after bis trial and conviction, Mel- 
ville was confined on board the Success ho 
watched his opportunity, and at tho head of 
a number of other desperadoes suddenly 
rushed upon the boat, killed the keeper in 
charge, and Bucooodod In pulling away from 
the hulk in Bafoty, though fired npon by all 
the hulks and warBhips in the bay. Ho was 
Boon cjptured, however, and at hia trial de- 
fended him8elf brilliantly, delivering a 
speeoh of great power and impreBslvenOBB, 
during whioh ho dilated in burning worda 
upon the horrors of the penal system on 
board tho Succaa, cauaing auch a aensation 
by its publication in Melbourne that a mon- 
ster meeting of citizens was oalled and reso- 
lutions were|passed in favorof abolishing the 
conviob hulks. Indeed, tho popular feeling 
aroused against thorn was so strong and 
genorcl thab the government waa oompelled 
to 

COMMUTE THE DEATH SENTENCE 

impoeed upon Melville to imprisonment for 
life. Ho was transferred to jail at Mel- 
bourne, where, according bo the cfBoial re- 
port, he committed suicide. The unofficial 
version of tho affair ia thab he was strangled 
to death by a keeper during a struggle 
which tho deaporado made for hie liberty. 
Every aido of conviot lifo In the old daya on 
board tho hulks will bo depicted on board 
tho Success, especially tho different modea 
of punishment ; and tho speculators who 
have purchased har expoct to reap a small, 
fortune as the result of thoir stroke of en- 
terprise.

He Hopes to Have tho Claims of tho Scalors 
Finally Settled without 
Delay. 

Toronto, Oot. 12,- (Spooial)— Sir Julian 
Paunoofoto, in company with tho Earl of 
WoBtmoath, arrived in tho oity to-day. 
Sir Julian stated chab hia ohiof object in 
visiting Oinada was to aeo the Eastorn 
oitios. He declared that hia vitib to Ot- 
tawa had no official signlQaanco, only matters 
of goneral interest and sealora' claims being 
discussed, In reply to a quostion regarding 
the sealers' olaime, Sir Julian said thoy 
would bo considered very shortly aftor his 
arrival in Washington, and, ho hoped, final- 
ly settled. Ho gave lull explanation of tho 
difficulty antedating tho Paris arbitration. 
Conoerning Lord Saokvllle's pam- 
phlet, he eaid it was intended 
for private circulation, and beyond the 
statement that lb had creabod considerable 
disturbance he would Bay nothing regarding 
it. Sir Julian said ho had rocoivod no olli- 
oia't intimation regarding his rumored ap- 
pointment aa British ambassador to Paris in 
succession to Ltrd Dufforin. Ho thought it 
possible he would bo appointed ambassador 
to St. Petersburg »r Borlln, and potBiby 
Paris. Ho leaves to morrow for Niagara, 
en route to Philadelphia ; from there he 
goes to Washington, whore he arrlvca by 
the 15th. • 



SACKVILLE'S STATEMENT 
FIRMED. 



Britain's Minister Tnken on Board tho U S, 
Cruiser Tallapoosa," Hia Life Be- 
ing in Danger. 

Washington, Oot. 12.— That portion of 
Lord Saokville West's pamphlet in whioh he 
asserts thab Lord Granville ab tho time of 
the Irish agitation in 1S83 had upon the 
representations of Lord Spencer, cabled the 
Assistant Seoretary of State that he believed 
Lord Sackvllle'a lifo was in danger owing to 
the heated Irish agitation in thie oountry at 
tho time, and thab aa a result Lord 
Lionel was taken on a ton days' 
cruise by General Sherman, waa confirmed 
today from an unexpected quarter. 
When the publication waB firab made it was 
recoived with incredulity here, aa no ono in 
the State department, or War or Navy do» 
partmenb could be found who would confirm 
it. To-day J. C. Banorofb Davis, who wbb 
for a time assistant secretary of Btate under 
Seorot&ry Frelinghuyaen, but who had re- 
tired before this incident ooaurred, root-ived 
the following letter from Brigadier General 
John D. Tibbal (retired) of the U. S, army, 
detailing circumatancea heretofore not made 
pnblio: 

1,122 Montague St,, Brooklyn, 
" Dear Sir, — I havo not 8oon Lord Sack- 
ville's pamphlet, and do not know in what 
connection he brings forward the circum- 
stances referred to (the cruise of tho Chnsa- 
poake), bub I do know aa a matter of fuob 
thab it did occur in tho first part of May, 
1883. General Sherman took Lord Saok- 
ville West and family on a naval veauel, the 
Tallapooaa perhapa, down the Chesapeake 
on an ostensible junketing trip. They were 
away a week or ten dayB. Meanwhile I, as 
aide-do-oamp to General Sherman, took 
oare of the British legation at Wash- 
ington. So far as I know no 
one know tho reason for thia action 
except President Arthur, the Secretary of 
War, General Sherman and myself, bub I 
presume there were thoao in the State de- 
partment who were aware of it. O' course 
the British minister waa In the secret, but I 
do not think it waa known to hia secretary 
at the time. General Ayrea, commanding 
the troopa at Washington barracks, and the 
chief of polico were awaro of what waa go- 
ing on. 



ROMANTIC MARRIAGE. 

Princess Paulino of Wurteinberg Does Not 
Think Her Mnrrliige to 11 Doctor 
a ''Como Down." 

Berlin, Oot. 12. — Tho marriage of Duch- 
ess Pauline Mathida of Wurtemborg to Dr. 
Millim was a most romantic affair. The 
dootor was summoned to Carlsruhe 
to attend a momber of the ducal 
family of Wurtomborg who was seriously ill. 
Tho Duoheaa Paulino, who was lrcquently 
thrown into the Booiety rf the doc- 
tor during hie professional visits to 
tho castle, fell in lovo with him 
and in the course of time notified her family 
that she Intended to marry him. At firsb 
tho family strongly opposed tho match, bub 
when lb waa aeon bhab bho Duchess Paulino 
would have her way In any oaao, a roluctanb 
oonaoub waB finally given to tho matrtugo.

J. L. Drumhollor has just returned from 
a six weeka' trip through WeBt Kootenay, 
He made a personal examination of many of 
the mines, and says that even with the won 
derful showing whioh haa been made full 
justice baa not boon done tho country, and 
prediots that thore will not be lens than 
twenty mines In tho Slocan country shipping 
ore thla winter. • When aBked regarding tho 
railroads now bjing built he said : 

" The Canadian Pacific has completed its 
grade from Three Porks to Sandon, bridges 
are being pub Id, and it is expected that the 
road will be completed and in operation 
within thirty days. This road Ib stand ird 
gauge. It la also stated on apparently good 
authority that tho company will extond 
their line from New Denver to the foot of 
Slocan lake to the new camps on Lemon and 
Springer creeks. Tho mlnoa are beginning 
to attract attention, but little has been said 
regarding them. All of tho claims so far 
locatod are In dry oro. The Wellington ia 
tho moat prominent in the diatriot ; it ia 
only a prospect, boing down but 15 foot. It 
has a seven foot ledge and native silver ia 
freely interspersed throughout the vein. So 
far as development goes, it is certainly tho 
richest yot discovered in that country 
There Is considerable curiosity manifested 
by thoso familiar with the property as to 
whother or not it will continue with depth. 

" Tho Kaalo-SIocan railway is now run- 
ning trains within two and ono-half miles of 
Sandon," 

BOUNDARY CUEEK. 

(From tho Spokane Spokesman Review.) 

A number of Spokano mining men havo 
been looking Into tho Boundary Crook min 
ing district within tho paat month. Several 
heavy oporatora have gone In thore and 
mado exteuBive sample teBta of the promln 
ent propertioa. The Boundary Croek region 
is known aa tho Kettle River dlstriot. The 
diatrict at prosonb embrace8 nearly two 
thousand locations. Two stage linos oon 
ncot with the Spokano & Northern railroad 
at Marcus, Wash. Tho valleya along the 
Kettle river Bupply the minora with 
vegotablea, but all other supplies are pur 
chased at Spokane. All of the property 
owners that are able are developing their 
claims this winter, and ib la confidently ex 
peeted that Doxt season will bo one of great 
activity in the diatrict. The government 
built a main road through the diatrict and 
is now building laterals conneoting the 
different camps. 

ProfeaBor Fowler, representing Chicago 
capitalists, haa secured a site for a 50-ton 
pyritio smelter at Midway, and expeots to 
have it in operation April 1 next. Water 
and timber for mining purposes are plentiful 
and a railway line from Marcus past the 
mouth of Curlew oroek to Midway, would 
tap the oentre of the distriot, besides open 
lng up the richeab portions of the Colville 
reservation, with a length of only forty-five 
miles. Many Spokane peoplo aro becoming 
Interested in the dlstriot. The elevation of 
Midway is 1,900 feet, and the campa range 
from that to 4,500 feet.

How tho Chinese Authorities Dealt With 
Prisoner* Accused of the Mis- 
sionary Massacres.

The exhibit of the Okell & Morrla Fruit 
Preserving Company, was one of the finest 
displays, of British Columbia fruits shown 
Tho manner in which they were put up spoko 
for itaolf. Tho fruita from whloh the pre- 
serves were made were grown in the pro- 
vince, and canned by Mr. Price, managor of 
tho oompany, who has had over 20 years' 
experience tho leading houeea in Groat 
Britain, and who won the gold and silver 
medals at tho International preserves and 
fruit competition in London, In lS9.'i, at 
whiah all tho leading housea in Europe wore 
competitors. At Westminster this popular 
preserving house was awarded a special gold 
medal for excollenco of quality and the 
artistic mannor in whioh tho fruit was ex- 
hibited. They also Beoured the first award 
for canned fruitB, and tho first for confec- 
tionery. Lord and Lady Aberdeen paid a 
porsonal vlBit to tho exhibit, and passed tho 
highest of encomiumB upon it, at tho same 
tlmo giving o very aubttantial order for 
preBorveB for their own table. 



London, Oot. 12.— The Pall Mall Gozotte 
publiahes a letter from its correspondent in 
Kuchong, detailing tho difficulties attonding 
communication with Foochow, and describ- 
ing the trial of a prisonor Implicated In the 
outrages upon missionaries. When the court 
ia ready, the writer SayB, the accusod man 
Is brought in, handcuffed. He is invariably 
filthy in appearance, and has tho wild, 
ghastly look of a starved man, which ho 
really ia. The prisoner onons tho proceed- 
ings by swearing that he was nowhere noar 
tho sceno of tho masBacre, and then tho tor 
ture begins. Tho man is first compelled to 
kneol with his biro knees upon a coil of 
chain. His head is dragged back, and hii 
pigtail is fastened in a rack high above his 
head. A pole is then thrust ucroeB his legs, 
and two Boldiers stand on each end of it, 
crushing tho man's knooa into tho aoll of 
chain. 

Tho Britiah consul could not stand this 
method of extracting testimony, and Insisted 
that it be stopped. This was done, ao far as 
tho proceedings in tho oourt room wero con 
corned, but for an hour afterward theshrioki 
of tho tormented prisoners could bo hoard 
coming from an adjoining room, whore tho 
torture was continued. When the magis- 
trates wanted to hear tho confession of a 
tortured man the prisoner was brought back 
Into the ocurt room. If he held back his 
confession a threat to resume tho tortus was 
usually sufficient to cause him to tell all ho 
knew. Beside the torture described, the 
prisoners wero beaten with bamboo sticks 
until their yells were horrible to hear. One 
prisoner appeared in tho court roomunablo 
to walk from a beating ho had received, and 
was unable to knoel bocauso hie knoea had 
been broken by the chain links, and his thighs 
had been lacerated by tho bamboo rods. In 
the midst of auoh misery, oakes, fruits, tea 
and wines w<r B aerved and partaken of by 
the native (.fficeru, who did not understand 
why the foreigner preBont pushed theBO 
delicacies aside, rofusing to tcu h them. 
The correspondent declares that Inn powers 
ought to demand juslico without 'orture, 
reaching a mandarin as promptly an a man 
who works In tho Bold. The whole business, 
ho says, lies at the door of the corrupt 
officers.

PROTECTION IN ENGLAND. 

We have received a neat pamphlet on tho 
Fair Trade question, bearing the title 
" Lebtors and Correspondence with the late 
John Bright, the Marquis of Salisbury, tho 
Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, M.P., and 
Sir John JatTray, Bart. Showing the dis- 
astrous effects of the present ono sided 
system of free imports without reciprocity. 
By Frederick Blood." Mr. Blood, who 1b 
senior partner of a manufacturing firm, 
is a believer in protection to native in- 
dustry and differential tariffs for Great 
B.-itain and her colonies. His letters are 
vigorously written, and we gather from 
them that tho Fair Traders form no incon- 
siderable part of tho population of Great 
B italn. Mr. Blood is one of the English- 
men who believes that free trade Is not a 
good polloy for Great Britain. He considers 
that it is bad in principle and that its sue- 
ossb was temporary and owing to conditions 
and circumstances that no longer exist. Mr. 
Blood has the courage of hiB opinions and 
did not fear to tackle one of 
the ablest and most eloquent cham- 
pions of freo trade, the oelebrated 
John B-ight. Those Canadians who believe 
that all Englishmen are freo traders would 
bo undoceivod if thoy road Mr. Blood's 
pamphlet and tho fiy shoots by which it Is 
accompanied. Ono of these sheets is an 
"into! v iew with the Right Honorable James 
Lowther, M.P. Mr. Lowther is an out and 
out protectionist. Ho doos not mince mat- 
ters, as tho following quotation from the in- 
terview shows: 

"Free Trade U all rot," was Mr. Low- 
ther'a concise reply. " Tho Bystem orron- 
noisly passing under thab name happened to 
•srork well for this country for a short time 
ctfrer its introduction, owing to very special 
cindltlonB which have ceased to aot. When 
Free Trade was introduood we already had 
the start of the world In manufacturing in- 
dustry i tve could produce ohoapor than any- 
lndy olse, and tho development of steam 
and eleotrlclty, comblnod with tho dlsoovory 
of gold, produced an expansion of com- 
merce, for which the credit was coolly ap- 
propriated by the advooatos of Free Trade. 
For a quarter of a oontury everything wont 
swimmingly. ManufuoturorB made big 
profits, and farmers sharod in tho general 
prosperity. But after a timo tho very ex- 
pansion of our trado bogan to bring about 
the destruction of our profits as a nation. 
Tho rails which wo oxportod by tho thous- 
ands of tons wore used to bring foreign 
wheat to the markot ohoaper than wo could 
grow it oursolvos. Tho machlnory wo Bent 
(.b-oad was paid for in a way wo hadn't ex- 
pected, by tho flooding of tho country with 
ohoap forolgu goods. The demon of foreign 
competition is, in fact, of our onto creation, 
andwe can only bajh it by returning io Pro- 
tection. 

There is not o protootionist in Canada or 
the United StatoB who would express him- 
self more forcibly than this English states- 
man, and yot wo aro told that protection Is 
laughed at in Great Britain, and that there 
is not a man of intollooc or political stand- 
ing who bollevos in tho protootlvo system. 
Hero is Mr. Lowthor's answer to this re- 
mark : " Thon you would protoot the 
British manufacturer as well as tho British 
farmer '.'" : 

" I would Imposo dutioB on ail foreign im- 
ports that camo into oompetitlon with homo 
industries. But, as applied to articles of 
nooossity, suoh duties would be on a sliding 
scalo, so that thoy would automatically 
ceaBO as soon as tho prloo of tho commodity 
reaohod a paying point, By paying point, 
I moan a prioo at which tho artiolo oould bo 
produood at a profit in this country." 

*' For example, in tho caso of whoat '!" 

" Wheat, according to tho Royal Com- 
mission on Agrlculturo, cannot bo produaod 
at a profit In Great Britain lor loon than 40a. 
a quarter. My sliding Boale would thon be 
so arranged aa to bring tho prico up to thU 
point, but as soon as 40a. was touohod tho 
duties would coaso to bo lovlod," 

lb 2s not hard to eoo signs of » ohango in 
tho British mind with rospoot to trado. The 
froe tradsrs aro not nearly so arrogant or so 
dogmatlo ub they usod to bo, and tho proboo- 
tfoniats oro more outspoken aa well aa 
greatly more numerous thon they were a fow 
years ogo, 



SAOKVILLE SAORIFIOED. 

As a great deal has boen written about 
the pamphlet of which Lord Saokville 1b the 
author, and whioh ho circulated among those 
only whom he regarded as hiB friends, it may 
be well to give a shoi't aooounb of tho unfor- 
tunate incldont whioh was the cause ot his 
recall from Waihtngton. From 1881 to ,889 
Sir Lionel Sockvillo West was the British 
Minister in Washington. He performed his 
important duties faithfully and to tho satis- 
faction of his own Governmont and tho Gov- 
ernment of tho Unltod States. Up to 1888 
the Americans had nothing to say againat 
Sir Saokville West. In the fall of that 
year tho Presidential campaign wae in 
full blast. Mr. Cleveland was nomi- 
nated for re-election. The anti-British party 
was, as usual in such campaigns, busy and 
unscrupulous. Some of its mombers thought 
that if they could got an expression of opin- 
ion from the British Minister favorable to 
Mr. Clevoland it would be a great holp to 
the Republican oandidate. Accordingly a 
trap was set for Sir Saokvillo West by some 
Ropublicana in Los Angelos. A lottor waB 
concocted, as from a United States citizen 
of British descent, asking tho Minister how 
suoh persons as he should vote. " Tho grav- 
ityof thopoliticalsituation," wrote "CharleB 
F. Murohison," "and thodutlosof thoso vot- 
ers who aro of English birth and who eon 
sidor England tho mother country, was tho 
reason for Intruding for information." The 
British Minlstor anawerod the fraudulent 
letter In good faith. HiB roply was as fol 
lows : 

" I fully appreciate the difficulty in which 
you find yourself In casting your vote. You 
are probably awaro that any political party 
whioh openly favored tho MotherCountry at 
tho present moment would lose popularity, 
and that tho party in power 1b fully awaro 
of this foot. That party, however, is, I 
beliovo, still desirouB of maintaining friend- 
ly relations with Great Britain, and is Btill 
desirous of settling all of the questions with 
Canada whioh have been unfortunately re- 
opened sinco tho ratification of tho troaty 
by the Republican majority in tho sonato 
and tho President's moseago to which you 
allude. All allowance must, therefore, bo 
mado for tho political situation as regards 
the presidential election. It ia, howevor, 
plainly impoasiblo (to predict the course 
which President Cloveland may pursue in 
the matter of retaliation should ho bo oleot- 
od, but there is every reason to boliove that 
while upholding the position he has taken, 
he will manifest a spirit of conciliation in 
dealing with the question involved in his 
meBsago." 

The Republicans were not long in making 
all the political capital possible out of this 
apparently harmleas letter. Thoy fastened 
on to the Democratic party the reproaoh of 
being favored by Great Britain. The Dem- 
ooratB, Booing the position in which tbey 
wero placod by the dishonest trick of tho 
Republican politicians, considered them* 
selves obliged to do what they 
oould to repair the blunder made 
by the British minister. He waa 
accused of meddling In the domestic affairs 
of the United StateB, from whioh he aa the 
representative of a foreign nation should 
keep aloof. Ho was declared by tho Gov- 
ernment^JCrsoHfi non grata, and hiB recall by 
the British Government was demanded. 
That Government had no alternative but to 
comply with tho request. So Sir Saokville 
WoBt was saorifiood. It 1b no wonder ho 
felt Bore. Ho was conBcious of having done 
nothing worthy of blame, and it con be aeon 
that he was made a scapegoat by tho Demo- 
cratic party. Lord Saokville considers that 
he waa not fairly troatod by Mr. 
Bayard, and he said so in his pamph- 
lot. Bat his language is mildness itaolf 
oompared with that usod by American poli- 
ticians whon denouncing British statesmen 
and British institutions. Our neighbors, 
like many who aro always ready to con- 
demn and censure, are very sensitive to 
adverse criticism. Thoy should not bo so 
thin-skinnod. They give freely enough ; 
they should learn to take. 

A PLUCKY JOURNALIST. 

Wo do not know which to admire moat, 
the Portland Orogonlan'B courage or cour- 
tesy, when it donounces Lord Sackville as 
"a fool and a liar," for having the audacity 
to descriljs in what ho considers just terms 
tho treatment ho rocoivod at tho handB of 
tho American Governmont and the Ameri- 
can pooplo seven yoars ago. It cortainly re- 
quires a groat doal of moral courage in u 
journalist to donounoo a gentleman who 
writes In his own dofonco, particularly when 
ho knows that there are very many of his 
readers who will be sure to conBidor 
any Injurious opithota he may apply to 
a Britishor not half strong enough. 
It is both easy and safe to abuse a man 
thouaanda of miles away, who moat likoly 
will nover Bee or hoar of what haB been 
written. If the Portland journalist in hi 
own city abuaed a oabman or a scavenger in 
tho way that ho vilifies Lord Saokville, ho 
would have to calculate upon being punished 
corporally for his arrogance and InBolenco 
There 1b, we venture to say, hardly a man in 
tho city of Portland, no matter what his 
position may be, who will allow himBolf to 
bo callod a fool and a liar with impunity. 
Consequently, men of tho journals 
lst'B stamp are civil enough to those 
with whom thoy oomo in oontaot in 
business, But it is different when tho of- 
fender ie a long way off and oannot retaliate. 
Good manners may thon bo dispensed with 
and diBorotion disregarded with safoty. 

Thero aro a groat many liko this Portland 
journalise, as fiorco aa lions and aa loud aa 
hyonaa on paper, but faoe to face with op 
pononts they oro as polite as dancing masters 
and as long-Buffering and forbearing aa 
saints. 

Thoro oro thoso who oro old fashioned 
onough to holieva bhat agontloman does nob 
cease to bo a gontloman when ho takes a pon 
in hia hand, Moroovor thoao old fogeys hold 
that a decent man owes it to himBolf to ad- 
dress thoso with whom ho has Intoroourso 
la terms of civility. Tho man who 
la inBolont and brutal In his apeeoh and m»n- 
nor, thoy think dooa no harm to thoso whom 



ho inaulta and vilifies, bub he advertises 
hlmaelf oa a boor and a ruffian, and warrs 
all thess who hear him to give him a wido 
berth. 

Lord Saokville when ho waa Sir Lionel 
Sackville West had good reason to consider 
that he was ill-used and treaaheroualy dealt 
with by Americin politicians, and it is no 
wonder thab oven after the lapBe of seven 
years he fools Bore, and wants his frlonda to 
know oxaotly how he waa treated 
in tho United States in 1888 It 
would perhaps havo been bottor if 
he had remained silent. But his writing an 
account of hia treatment; by the Americans 
and circulating that account among his per- 
sonal frienda waa not a vory grievouB 
(iffonoo. Ho had loft the Uoited StatoB un- 
der a cloud, bo to spoak, and it is but natural 
that ho should liko those whoso good opin- 
ion ho most values to know that ho had, 
while ambassador to the United ScateB, 
dono nothing of whioh an honest man need 
bo ashamod. This waa roa'lly the oaae. Sir 
Sockvillo Woat'a career as a publlo servant 
and a diplomatist was in the highest 
dogroe honorable, Ho was guilty of a slnglo 
indiscretion which in other countries, and 
in the United States under other oircum 
stanoea, would not hove been considered 
even un indiscretion ; and ho paid dourly 
for his mistake— if it was a mistake, whioh 
nine people out of ton will consider doubt 
ful. 



AUCTION BAMS, 



REFORM REQUIRED. 

Wo hove heard a grout doal lately about 
tho way in which tho deliberations of tho 
City Council are carried on. We havo been 
aBked why we do nob instruct our reporters 
to take down tho deb ites, or discussions, or 
wranglings of tho Council vorbatim. If, 
onr Informants Bay, tho citizons saw 
in cold print all that Is Bald at 
tho meetings of the Corporation they 
would have even a worse opinion 
of the buBiuesB ability of that body than 
they have at present ; and, thoy add, if uuy- 
thing oould induoo tho City Fathors to 
abandon their loose ways of doing business 
and givo up thoir habit of snapping and 
snarling at each other and perpotually 
bandying personalities, it would bo to give 
them the opportunity of reading the morn- 
ing after a meeting of Council all tho foolish 
and irrelevant things that the Councillors 
said whilo the Council waa In session. 

There moy be somo truth in this, but it is 
not pleoaont to bave to expoae the follioB 
and tho weaknesses of men who, in their 
private oopaoity, ore reapootablo oitlzena 
and good members of society ; and to read 
all the ill-tempered and nonsensical remarks 
made by aldermen while deliberating 
the city'a affairs would be neither amusing 
nor edifying. Why do not the Counolllore, 
of their own motion, Bob about effecting 
a reform in their methods. It would not be 
so very hard. All that ia neooaaary would bo 
toadhcro more closely to tho rules of order, 
Those rules are oxcollent, and if the Conn 
olllors obaorved thorn they would do more 
businesB ; they would do it better, and they 
would raise themeolvoa In the eatimation of 
thoir follow oitlzena. A reform ia neoded 
and should bo commenced without any un- 
necessary delay. If matters in the Council 
bo not mended soon, we will be tempted to 
take the advice of our frienda and some fine 
morning treat our readerBii a verbatim re- 
port of tho prooeodlnga of Council.

Problems Receive a Large 
Share of Attention. 



A Motion For Legislation on the 
servance of (ho Sabbath 
Voted Down.

After the formal opening of tho Baptist 
convention on Friday morning tho gono:;»l 
missionary reporb waa presented. It stated 
that during the paBt yoar $2,0(56 was raised 
on this field for the support of Its many mia 
olonary pastors. This shows somewhat th: 
extonb of the aggressive work of the de 
Domination. 

The layman's hour of ten minute talks 
waB opened by G. A. C. Roohestor on 
"Fellowship amongst our members." 

Hon. R. S. Greene Bpoke on tho fourfold 
moans of a. closer rolation with God, viz. : 
Aotivity in the work, prayer for it, walking 
with God, and a proper rohUion to the 
Spirit. 

Mr. Marohant spoke on " Lay Evangelize 
tlon " in tho eburcheB. 

Rev. J. Sunderland spoko on tho need of 
foreign missions. 

Rev. J. M. Fostor, returned missionary 
from China, spoke from his practical knowl 
edge of the condition of the heathen world, 
which, ho said, cannot bo explained by the 
mere natural tendency to evil anioDgst men 
but is and must bo explained by the pres 
once of the Evil One. 

Ab 2 o'olook the convention came to order 
at the call of W. Marohant, vice-presideuc 

ODho work of tho Publication Society wus 
presented by one of its former colporteurs, 
Rev. M. W. Miller, of Washington. He 
spoke of ib as a pioneer doing work for the 
home and foreign misBionB and for educa 
tional purposes. It published three bun 
dred and twenty-nine million pages in 
pamphlet form during tho past year. Forty- 
two million books have been published dur- 
ing Its history. Half a million copies of the 
Bible have been presented to the poor at 
home, while tweuty-threo million copies in 
all have been donated throughout tho 
world. It supports 135 oolporteur?, -15 Sun- 
day sohool missionaries and 4 chapel cars. 
Ib aids the Indian, the negro, and helps to 
carry on (ho work amongst foreigners on our 
shores. It is an importune agent in the 
work of tho four million members of the 
Baptisb churches of North America. 

Kev. C. F. Brownlee spoke onjthe " Sue- 
cesB of the Sunday Sohool. "_ BHS29 

Rev. C. A. Moody, editor of the Pacifio 
Baptist!, spoko on ".The Power of the 
Preae." 

The women's meeting proved to be one of 
great interest. It was presided over by 
Mrs. Ames. Miss Stevens being elected 
secretary, Mrs. Beaven's report on the 
Training school, eto , was read and adopt- 
ed. Then came the report en tho Scandin- 
avian work by Mrs. Johnson, one of tho 
missionaries amongBb this people. 

Rev. S. W. Giaven reported on the 
"Foreign Mission Home," on Vashon island, 
whioh affords a home for returned mission- 
aries or their children. 

Mrs. Chapman, of the Centennial Meth- 
odist churoh, gave a short but very interest- 
ing reporb of the ladies of the Methodlab 
churoh of Canada, and Mrs. Tate also 
brought greetings from the same body. 

Rev. Mr. turriman spoke brlt fly on 
" The Great Foreign Field." 

Mrs. "Judge" Green spoke on "The 
Duty of Working for God." 

Mre. Spofford spoko on " The General 
Lack of Interest in the Work," and sug- 
gested that tho miBsion circleB co operate 
with paetora in raising a foreign mission 
spirit. 

MIsb Royal, a returned missionary from 
Africa, spoke feelingly, and Miss Walters 
reported on tho work done in the mission 
bands. 

Mrs. Crawford, the lady presiding over 
this parb of the meoting so gracefully, gave 
an interesting paper on " The Duty of 
Sending the Gospel to the Perishing." 2 

Tho evening session was under tho 
auspices of tho ladies, Mrs. Ames presiding. 

Miss Royal graphically described hor 
childhood experience in her aspirations after 
mission work, and her Bubacquenu experi- 
ences. 

Miss Mason, who has returned from As- 
sam, spoke of the work in that country. 

Mrs. Clyde sang very beautifully a solo, 
" I shall come forth as gold." 

There aro 19 Swedish Baptisb churches iu 
the Convention, and for the last IS years 
thia society, though doing bo great a work, 
haB closed every yoar without any debt. 

An interesting dialogue on " Foreign Mis- 
sions" took place among the young people 
of|Emmanuel church. 

Thursday's report should hnvo Etated 
that $90,000 has been given by the Homo 
MieBion Society, nob to tho country as a 
wholoweBtof the RockioB, but simply to 
Western Washington and British Columbia. 

Yesterday morning was taken up mainly 
In the discussion of education and its 
problems. After tho roading of tho roport 
by Rov. W. C. Weir, a very excellont ad- 
dress was given by Prof. A. M. Brumback, 
of Graco Seminary. In it he emphaBioed the 
coed of first-class men and women, and of 
first-claBS Christian men and womon, and, in 
order to secure those, studonts must havo 
eohoola of higher learning under Christian 
influence. A lively discussion took place 
upon tho ways and meanB of advancing the 
interests and enhancing the value of such 
inetitutions. 

At this timo five representatives of tho 
W.C.T.U. favored the convention by a 
timely and wolcomo visit. Mrs. Grant, 
president of the Women's Franohise movo- 
monb of this province, was introduced, and 
spoke on the matters so dear to the sooioty 
she repreaonts. Mrs. Spofford, president oi 
the Provlnoial Union, referred to the work 
done by the women, and oxpresaod the hope 
that soon tho work would bo dono by tho 
church as such, and so do away with tho 
need of any separate organization for this 
purpoao. 

Rev. T. Baldwin presontod the temper- 
ance report, wbioh set forth : " Tliut the 
great aln of Btrong drink has nob abated in 
tho oarth. It remains as the chiof and 
monster sin of our civilization, and all tho 
possible effort of Christiana should be tot 
forth in united effort against this deadly 
system. ThiB convention would urge upon 
each individual mombor as well as upon 'ho 
churoheB their united aotlon ab all times and 
in all poBBiblo ways to suppress and destroy 
this great evil," 

A motion for legislation on the observance 
of the Sabbath was lost, on the ground that 
no interference should bo made with the 
freesb exercise of religious liberty. If 
rovonth day Christians ohooae to observe tho 
seventh rather ih»n tho first Ib is a ma'.ter 
betweon themselves and God, and not be- 
tween themselves and the state. 

Mr. C. E. Grlswold, of Puyallup, presid- 
ed over the young people's meoting. Its 
officers for tho ensuing year were elected, 
reports were read and rerbal abatements 



made by members of the different societies. 

On opening the evening session, firBt of 
all came resolutions expressing thanka to 
the press of tho city for their courtesy and 
roadineaa to publish such full reports of the 
proceedings of the convention, and to the 
Bteumship companies who made so liberal a 
reduction in travelling fares. 

It waa also resolved that the Bpocial 
thanks of tho convention bo tendered tho 
members of the Calvary and Emmanuel 
churches and to the oitizins of this city who 
so kindly, generously and sumptuously 
havo entertained the delogfctes coming to 
the city; alBO to the ohoir for the efficient 
aid given in singing the sweet songs of 
X on. 

The ohoir Banc " /Cion ia Free." 

Thb Biptist Young People's Union then 
took charge, Mr. Fowler presiding. 

Mr. C. IS. Griffin Bpoke on tho " Educa- 
tional Foature of the B Y. P. U." He gave 
as three distinctive features of tho denomin 
ation : 1. Fall obedience to Christ. 2 
The spirituality of the church. 3 Religi- 
oub or soul liberty. The speaker referred to 
tho Blblo ob tho standard ; to go beyond it 
is looseness ; to coma short of It is bigotry. 
He referred to the wonderful growth of the 
sooioty during tho post four years. A 
special effort of tho young people Ib, he 
said, " Culture for Service." 

N. C. Griswold spoke on " RoadlncsB to

Rev. W. F. StaokhouBe, of Vancouver, 
lately from Nova Scotia, produced a very 
favorable impression on those who heard 
him as ho Bpoke on " Tho Relation of Our 
Voung Pfloplo to tho Denominational 
Future." Tho spoakor forcibly prosented 
tho claims of tho young people and heartily 
endorsed tho great movement.

Shipping Incidents of the Past Half 
Ceutnry Graphically Told— 
Fleets of To day. 

After many yoara of exhauBtivo and ex- 
pensive research and compilation, Lawla 
and Drydon'a Marino HiBtory of tho Paoifa'o 
Northwest haa ab lasb reached tho public 
As BritUh Columbia was really tho birth- 
place of tho marine induatry in tho North- 
woat, the work ia of special interest to tho 
people of Victoria and vicinity, and Mr. 
Wright, who had editorial charge of the 
work, apont many months in thia city col- 
lecting tho data whioh 1b now givon to the 
publia in splendid stylo. Tho poriod covered 
by the book is from tho tlmo when tradition 
merged into history until tho year 1895, and 
interesting accounts of tho explorations of 
Heoeta, Capt. Cook, Mearea, Vancouvor, 
Gray and other early navigators aro pre- 
aentod in tho order of their appearance. All 
of tho early marine ventures of the Hudson's 
Bay Company are given in detail, and that 
portion of the history devoted 
to that pioneer of pioneer steamers 
the Beaver contains a hitherto unpublished 
item of muoh inloreab : the original log of 
the steamer, from the date of her leaving 
Graveaend, AuguBt 127 , 18:15, to her arrival 
In the Paoifio Northwest. Tho fleot of 
atoam vessels which followed tho Beavor 
reooivea duo mention, especially the Otter, 
Libouchere, Major Tompkins (re-chriatoned 
"Pumpkina" by tho VictorianB), Diana, 
Eliza Andoreon and scores of others. Tho 
wreok ropone— whioh inc.ude overy marine 
diaaster of prominence, from the time 
when tho Lord Raglan and Machigone sailed 
to an uuknown fate, to the winter ef 1894 5, 
when the Ivaohoe, Keoweenah and Mont- 
serratt carriod their entire crews to a com- 
mon grave somewhere in tho dopths of the 
ocean — are graphically written, and in near- 
ly every case contain tho names of all 
loBing their Uvea. Tho riso and fall of Era- 
ser River stoamboating ; tho ruah to the 
Cassiar and Cariboo mining districts, naviga- 
tion on tho interior waters of British Colum- 
bia, tho goldon days of tho Kolladay steam- 
ship regime, tho numoroue steamboat wara 
on the various routes out of Victoria, and 
hundreds of themes equally interesting, are 
handled in a very rotidsblo manner, 

The book contains over 500 pages of Royal 
quarto, and is profusely illustrated with up- 
wards of 800 engravings of old time craft 
and the marlnerB who oporated them, be- 
sides many < f the best known voaaela and 
maruera of ihe present. A Bpoclal chapter 
In devn'i-d to the aealing induatry, and the 
CkDBd'mi sealers aro depleted in a light 
str'kit'gly In contraat to that In whioh they 
app. »r to be viewed in many publications in 
the United Statea. Several group pictures 
present the portralta of tha oaptaina of the 
principal sealing craft, and there are alao 
several viewa of the pretty little schooners 
at anohor in Victoria harbor. 

Mr. Wright, the editor, la an experienced 
nowapaporman and his training in thia direc- 
tion has enabled him to present a largo mass 
of valuable hiatorical information in a breezy, 
readable vein, strikingly ab variance with the 
ordinary dry presentation of historical facts. 
Though a young man he ia acquainted with 
nearly overy phttBo of marine work from 
pilot to marine editor. Aa mariner and aa 
nowepaperman Mr. Wright ia almost 
equally well known all along the coast, and 
he is alwayB a welcome visitor. He haa 
edited at different timee tho Pioneer, the 
Columbianand tho Aatorian Bulletin, and haa 
alBo been associated with the editorial staff of 
the Portland Oregonian, for which paper ho haa 
dooo a great deal of special work. In col- 
lecting reliable data for his history Mr. 
Wright has had on several occaaionato travel 
back and forth from San Francisco to Vic- 
toria a couple of timee, and porhaps visit 
several inland cities, beforo " runningdown " 
aomo mariner whoao atory Boomed indispens- 
able, and portraits and hiatorical facta for 
ubo in tho publication havo been obtained 
from so far distant as Australia, 

Tho work ia printed in the boat style of 
the art, on highly toned paper, and ia slyl 
lahly and Bub-itantlally bourd, so ao to make 
a volume of tho moat attractive appearance. 
It should bo In every publlo library, and in 
tho private poesession of everyone who takes 
moro than a passing interest in tho shipping 
induatry, tho greatosb of tho Pacific coast, 
and whioh, aa Mr. Wright says in hia pro- 
face, has boon so conspicuously neglooted in 
all previous histories. 

COASTING STEAMERS WRECKED 

Probably a Hundred Lives Lost During a 
Hurricane OU' South California 

San Francisco, Oct. 12. — Privato advices 
from GuaymaB to day estimato that tho 
stoamor Diacgo of Muz»tlan, and another 
small gulf coaster havo boon Ioeb with ull on 
board. Tho crafts wore right in tho path of 
a hurricano, and nothing haa boon hoard of 
thorn, though one was duo at Guaymas and 
tho other at Mazatlan Bomo days ago. A 
number of miners, Amorioan and Mexican, 
took passage on the atoamera and if ib ia true 
that the veaaols wont dowD, a hundrod Uvea 
havo probably been loBt. Thore ie groat 
difficulty In communicating with tho diB 
trlcts vieitod by tho gale. 

Colored diamonds aro coming into fash 
ion, and ring!, neckiacea and pondanta aro 
mado of lomo atones that aro tinted almost 
yellow. Black and pink poarla are also 
fuahionablo.

Tho now parliamonb buildings, that have 
for mouths paBt boon gradually rising under 
the hands of tho workmen, are now ao far 
advanced tlAt ono can begin fully to appreciate 
tho dignity and beauty of iho structure 
Which stands upon the ahorea of Jamoa bay. 
From a diatance, tho glimpao obtained 
through tho treeB of the Bofc groy abono 
walls, brought into beautiful effects of 
light and shade by the sun's raya appeal 
to the artistic sense, and a nearer view 
doos nob disappoint. Tho building cannot 
bo deacribod aa of any particular 
stylo. Ib is a blonding together 
of various Romanesque and ClaBaio features 
and some even approaching Gothic, into one 
design. This sounds rather incongruous, 
bub the originality of tho deBign ia in tho 
harmonizing of theeo apparently discordant 
featuroa to produce an effect of unison, each 
featuro being subordinated to tho genoral 
effoot. 

Tho main outllnoof tho building Ib Classic, 
tho grand ontranco emphasized with the 
greub dome forming the leading " motif " ol 
tho design and marking tho approach to tho 
legislative hall. On oitbor sido of tbte cen 
tral feature ia a pavilion containing 
offices joined to the contral portion by a 
low building designed as much aB possiblo 
to reBomblo a colonnade Two separate 
wlnga, yob to be erected, aro again connect- 
ed with open colonnades, forming the gon- 
eral approach to the offices,, The wholo 
effect of tho building la supposed to concen- 
trate on the central portion of the doaign, 
and hero tho groatest richnosa of outline and 
ornament haa been bestowed. The length 
of the central building now approaohing 
completion ia 2S8 feet with a maximum 
depth of -00 feet, and when the colonnadoB 
and Bidf> wings aro added the length of the 
faoade will be 500 feot. The buildings will 
cover a ground area of 5,000 square yarda, 
or moro than an aoro. 

The great domo to its present height is 73 
feet above tho ground floor, the height to the 
top of tho copper figure of Capt. Vancouver 
which will surmount tho domo will be nearly 
twice the height it ia at present. 

Generally tho building dees not depond 
for effect on decoration, but on tho outline 
and on the contrasting of theeolid walls and 
ranges of windows, tho high prioo of skilled 
labor and hardness of the atone precluding 
coatly mouldinga and oarvinga. Tho sur- 
face decoration of tbo walla generally 
has been obtained by the combination of tho 
rock faced atone and tho chiselled work, tho 
peculiar beauty of the Haddington island 
atone helping this effect, giving a constant 
play of light and shade with a dlstincb and 
beautiful result entirely ita own. Much 
morn interoat attaches to a building whioh 
is evidently the production of tho natural 
conditions of the country than lo a repro 
ductlon of a ClasBio or Gothic building, 
which would also have necessitated very 
muoh greater coBt to carry out in a credita- 
ble manner. 

The Haddington ialand atono for tho 
suporatruoturo was ohoaen after moat anxious 
examination of vorioua epoclmous. There 
were then no really developed and proved 
provincial quarries, and not only an unqutB- 
tiunably durable stone but one of good ap- 
pearance and of sufficient quantity and eaey 
of access had to be obtained. The result is 
obvious to everyone. The granite uaed in 
the building ia magnificent, for no bettor 
granite exists than can be obtained in this 
province This granite was brought irom 
Nelson island and Ko«fer's quarries, and of 
ib there aro aome fine apecimens in the greab 
landing and long steps in tho huge flight 
loading to tho main entrance. The founda- 
tion haa proved excellent. A network of 
oonorote waB run under all walla over a bed 
of hard pan, and there haa not been the 
slightest settlement in any part of the build- 
ing. 

Standing insido tho gi and entrance with 
tho lofty walla of the dome riBing far over- 
head ono gets, in spito of the scaffoldings 
and baro masses of brick and uncompleted 
masonry, somo idea of the great bIzs and the 
general effect tho interior will preBont when 
finished. Tho chief impression Ib groat 
space, modified but not obstructed by tho 
many arohod corridors stretching away to

right and left ; and masaivoness, yet not 
heavy or depreasire. The conoreto uaed in 
tho interior for fire proofing is composed of 
iDgrcdienta essentially differing from the 
ordinary concrete and mixed alao in a 
special manner. Over two-thirda of the 
building ia entlroly firo proof. This con- 
crete ia harder, tougher and lighter than 
atone, and cun be moulded in any 
way. Tho oeiling on tho ground floor 
beneath the dome is an example 
of how this material can be uaed to bring 
out in the cleanest ai.<l sharpest manner an 
intricate and ornamental dceign combining 
beams, cornices and panellings. This work 
is being done by Mr. Richard Drako under 
tho supervision of Mr. Howell, who takoa 
more than ordinary interest in this par- 
ticular class of work. 

Tho Legislative Hall, which is of course 
tho prinelpal room in tho building, is being 
roofed in, and itB generul proportions can be 
appreciated. Ib is hoped thab the range of 
columns on either aide of tho hall will be of 
marble, and in this event they would form a 
feature in the interior of tho building of un 
common beauty, giving to the chamber a 
rich appearance thab would be difficult to 
improve upon. 

A very curioua winding atair ia being built 
within tho walla of tho domo, by whioh tho 
visitor will be able to aacend to tho topmost 
height cf the copper-work, and from thore 
obtain a viow thab will repay tho o limber 
for hia exertions. Even now, from the top 
of tho uncompleted walla of the dome a mag- 
nificent viow tf tho surrounding oountry can 
be had, with 'the varied sconery atretohlng 
away for milea In ull directions. From this 
point of vantage a bird'soyo view of tho 
buildings bonoath makes ono fully realize I 
l ow huge they are. It is euoier perhapB to 
un dors land this whon ib is stated that the 
girth of tho walla ie about 800 yarda ; that ia 
if the etono walla of thu building wero built 
in u straight lino they would make a facade 
nearly half a mile long. 

The copper "ileoho " and domes are vory 
handsome. They aro all mado from tho 
special designs of tho architect, Mr. F. M. 
Rattonbury, by Messrs. Porry & Turner, of 
Victoria, who havo really shown that they 
can do aB fine work in this line as is possible 
anywhere. 

Tho now coat of arms of the province, 
carved in atone, aurmounta the main en- 
trance to the bulldinga ; on the right of tho 
entrance, in a niche, stands a large atone 
Btatuo of the late Chief Juatice Sir Matthew 
B. Begbie, and on tho left ono of Sir Jame8 
Douglas. Stone figurea of Solonco and Art 
surmount tho pavilions. Carved lions, gar- 
goyles and other ornamental carving will en- 
banco the appearance of tho stonework. 

Tho architect of this beautiful structure ia 
Mr. F. M. Rattonbury, whoso doaign waa 
chosen in an extensive open competition. 
Every detail and drawing of tho building 
haB been designed by Mr. Rattonbury him- 
self, and drawn in hie office in Victoria. Hia 
experience in architectural work on 
large publio edifices in England particularly 
fitted him for tho task. Ho has also had 
considerable auccese in public competition 
in England. Two bulldinga of which ho 
had charge thero aro considered especially 
noteworthy, the town hall at Cleokheaton, 
and an extensive block of offioeB at Brad- 
ford. In addition to the parliamonb build- 
ings, Mr. Rattonbury haB been engaged in 
ereoting a new stone court house at Nanai- 
mo, and his skill haa been otherwise accept- 
ably applied at Vancouver, Nanaimo and in 
tho interior of the province. 

Mr E. H. Howoll haa rendered most in- 
valuable assistance na superintendent of 
works, Mr. Howell has that characteristic 
of gonius desoribed as the infinite oapaolty 
of taking pains, and no detail of work pats' s 
under his supervision unless It is executed 
in the boat possible manner and exactly ac- 
cording to contract. Ho has by long ex- 
perience and aotual training a varied 
knowledge in respect to all olaaseB of build- 
ing operation. 

The general height and appearance of 
this magnificent block will be muoh en- 
hanced when tho grounds are laid out, ono 
of the main foatureB being a terrace and wall 
along the front. It ia also possible that an 
embankment wall will be built along the 
water aide, on Belleville street, and the 
stroot itaelf laid out with a boulevard on 
eithor side. Thia would immensely im- 
prove the view of the buildings as aoen from 
the harbor or from tho north aide of tho 
bridgo. 

The contraot for tho foundationa waa lot 
on May 31, 1893 ; the granite work waa 
actually begun ou July 7 of tho same year ; 
tho contracts for the superstructure were 
awarded on December 5, 1893, and stono 
sotting began May 3, 189-1 The wholo of 
the stonework of tho main building will, it 
is expected, bo completed In leas than a 
month from the proBonr time, and it ia hoped 
the wholo of the building will bo ready for 
occupation In about eight or nine months. 

McGregor k Jeevea havo got on excel 
lently with the work sinoo thoy took hold of 
the masonry contract in March last. Thoy 
havo brought down stono enough to enable 
tho men to proceed under oovor with the 
atone cutting for tho wings during the wholo 
winter, eo that no delay will bo oausod by 
inclement woather. 

The contract for tho eleotrio wiring, 
which haa juat been let to Cunningham & 
Hinton, provides that all tho wlriDg la to be 
laid through braea couduits or tubca, ao that 
any wire can be taken out or re-instated at 
will. In addition to tho usual utilitarian 
usea a featuro haa beon made of dncorotive 
lighting, bo that tho varioua domes and 
cupolas can be illuminated on occasions when 
desired. ArrangomentB will bomadowhero 
by tho lighting may bo dono by power 
within tho building or Buppliod from out- 
side, and a storage battery will havo fuf 
fioiont capacity to furnish light for several 
hours in caso by reason of uccidonb or 
othorwiae the powor should be cut rff
